Eastbay Housing Normal 
Realty Survey Shows 


Although single-family homes of the Eastbay area are occu¬ 
pied to a degree far gremer than normal, the occupancy of multi¬ 
family housing, both of flats and duplex houses and of apart¬ 
ments, is on a basis' generally accepted as normal, according to 
an anaJysis by the Oakland Real Estate hoard. Basic data was 
obtained from ati occupancy survey conducted by the letter car¬ 
riers of the Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda postoffices. 

Of the 29^00 apartments listed in the survey it is shown that 
23,700 are occupied, and of the 11,500 flats and duplexes counted, 
10,000 are occupied. This shows an occupancy of 81 per cent for 
apartments and 87 per cent for flats. Economists generally con¬ 
sider 80 per cent for apartments and 85 per cent for flats a nor¬ 
mal status, the realty board states. 

The reports were tabulated for twenty areas of the Eastbay, 
representative of postal delivery districts, and figures for the two 
classes of multi-family housing are as follows:
